The administration 
granted the petitioners’ request by leasing the 
lands in perpetuity to the inhabitants at a 
very low rental, equivalent to the Government 
tax. Oar Cairo Correspondent states that the 
authorities have now decided r- pon returning 
the Janda in question to the rightfal owners, 
the conditions béing thst they pay half the 
estirrated coat in 20 yearly instalments with 
interest at 5 por cent, plas the usual tax. The 
area of the proporties in question is 12,000 
{eidans, and their present value is estimated 
at £30 the feddan.
